The Seattte has passed the House 
bill dlreetlMr tk* War Insur- 
ance Bureau to resume payment of 
allotments to enlisted men of the 
army and navy, which it dlaeonUnu- 
ed last July. Because of mtaor Sen- 
ate amendments the bill waa tent to 
conference. The cases oC mqre th» 
20,000 men in the service are affeet^ 
ed by the ;measure.

A telegram to his 
mother, Mrs. Charles Mraaoi^ of 
Paris, tells of his safe arriTal at 
Newport News. Mrs. Moaaon was 
taken by surprise, thinking her son 
was still in one of the army camps 
in this county.

Coropersr 
tion with the taxpayer is our watsb- 
word and objective. 

"These two contracts — the teeth 
of t|ie law for the taxrdodger and 
the: violator, and the aid o^ every 
lawful agency for the Toluatary tax- 
payer, are policies necessary to the 
administration of* tax laws under 
modern conditions. 

"One of the most difficult of the 
many problems in lax collecting is 
to classify those who fail to fulfill 
the obligations imposed by law. The 
Bureau is obliged to maintain a 
large staff and to use the utmost dis- 
cretion In properly labeling these 
cases. Even-handed justice is a 
heavy responsibility, and only 
through careful siftings can delin- 
quents be claaalfied. 

"There are three distinct classes of 
delinquency with which we have to 
deal. Firet, the taxpayer who had 
reasonable cause, brought about by 
exceptional conditions beyond his 
control; .<?econd]y, the fellow who 
didn't look up or didn't realize his 
obligations, and thirdly, the person 
who willfully eraded eonqpllance 
with the law. 

"j^s for the man who shows a rea- 
sonable cause within certain lines 
establi.shed by the Bureau, no penal- 
ties are asserted. All other delin- 
quent are pnore carefully investi- 
gated before prosecution is begun. 
Many of these offenses are caused by 
ignorance. Failure to make the re- 
portiB required by law may in some 
cases warrant seyere penalty, as 
where the delinquent cbntlnuee his 
delinquency after being warned of 
the penalty for failure to make re- 
turn. However, if the delinquent 
takes immediate corrective action, 
and it is clearly established through 
investigation t^at he did not wilful- 
ly violate the law, the Bureau allows 
hitai to compromise his liability to 
specific penalty by tendering a nom- 
inal sum of money. In such instan- 
ces the jmoney is not realiy in com- 
promise but assessed to impress the 
taxpayer against future violations. 

"But there is no relief, no com- 
prtnalae, foi* the man who willfully 
evadea, neg^eeta, or fhlslllaa. He is 
classed with other law- hf ea k ers in 
the eyes of the Bureau, and is vigor- 
ously prosecuted in the courts. No 
other course Ls oi>en to the Bureau, 
in meeting fairly and squarely the 
1 demand of the willing taxpayer "I 
' will — the other man must." There 
' is a solemn responsibility thus ex- 
jistinj; between the honest taxpayers 
i and the Bureau to locate and punish 
] the dishonest tax-dodp:er. 
i "For a decade the drift of Federal 
I taxation has bee-n from the indirect 
tax toward direct payment by each 
citizen and resident of his just share 
pf :the cost of govern^ment. Gradu- 
ally, the circle of -tdlreet t^payers 
has >been inereasedr:. and under the 
new revenue law the exteaidon will 
incdiide hundreds of thouaanda who 
never before flle^ dectormttons with 
thd Government* " * "^'-^r.^t 

"We are, therefore, now come to 
another milestone in national pro- 
gress. We approach a new test of 
the soundness of a governmetit of, 
by end for the people. The test is 
whether our wonderful victory of 
liberty is worth the cost as appor- 
tioned to the private pocket-book by 
the people's representaives. 

"Jt is such a big thing, this col- 
lection of taxes directly from private 
funds and business funds, that noth- 
ing short of our best American co- 
operative effort can make it suc- 
cessful and, hence, just. The Bu- 
reau seeks this oo-operSttion of the 
people in collecting , the Hirettnes. It 
has never beenlilehied oi' stinted; 
anything less thai" the grt|4t; volun- 
tary outpouring of share* ili the na- 
tional assessment is unthinkable. 

"And it Is such a big thing that 
the willing taxpayer must have the 
guarantee of this Bureau that the 
laggards, the jugglers and l!he viola- 
tors will not escape taxation and 
penalties. JThe Bureau is fulfilling 
its part of this contract with the 
people — this contract that means so 
much in the practical, effective and 
just , ^administration : of '> Ai^^Internal

Gen. Bennett H. Young, soldier, 
attorney, author and former com- 
mander-in-chief of the United Con- 
federate Veterans, is dead. The 
death of Gen. Young came Sunday 
afternoon at 3:05 o'clock at his 
home, 4 29 West Ormsby avenue, in 
Louisville. Few of his friends knew 
that he was seriously ill. Two weeks 
ago he went to Florida in the hope 
of improving his health. 

He was barely able to walk Sat- 
urday night whda^ wfs brouffht 
back to liQulsvllla; 

After trayetins la a prlvato state- 
room andu nder the care of his wife 
and daughter, who Joined him at At- 
lanta, the journey was too much for 
Gen. Young. It was necessary for 
Dr. Curran Pope to meet hijni at the 
Union Station with an ambulance. 
This was at 9:30 o'clock Saturday 
night. The patient was put to bed 
at once. He gradually sank until 
his death Sunday afternoon. 

Gen. Young was born at Nicholas- 
ville, Ky., May 25, 1843, the son of 
Robert and Josephine Henderson 
Young. Although but 17 years old 
at the outbreak of the Civil War he 
served with Gen. John M. Morgan's 
famous cavalry comraaad and was In 
command of the St. AltMA's raid. At 
the end of the Civil War, Gen. Young 
spent three years in exile on ac- 
count of the refusal of President 
Andrew Johnson to include his name 
in the ;lnnesty proclamation. While 
exiled he completed a course of law 
and literature in the Queen's Univer- 
sity of Ireland, and attended a year's 
lecture at the University of Edin- 
burgh. 

Gen. Young returned to America 
with such exiles as Jno. C. Breckin- 
ridge, Jas. M. Mason, T. T. Hawkins. 
Charles J. He|pn and John B. Cas- 
tl^an. He was known as the "baby 
exile," all the others being men well 
advanced in life, while Oen. Young 
was but 22 years old. He began the 
practice of law in Louisville upon his 
return to the State. He never had 
held a public oflQce except that of 
member of the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1900. 

Gen. Young wa.s appointed by Gov. 
McCreary in 1876 to represent Ken- 
tucky at the Paris Exposition. 

Gen. Young held degrees from 
■many colleges and universities. His 
earliest studies were at Centre Col- 
lege, Danville^ Ky. In addition to 
the two foreign universities ft which 
he studied, he held an honorary mas- 
ter of art degree glvea him by the 
Southweetem Presbyterian Universi- 
ty, and a doctor of law degree, voted 
him by Kiag^i Collage, Teoneesee, In 
1891. 

Gen. Young was in his seventy- 
sixth year, and a native Iventuckian. 
In 1913 he was given the highest 
honor possible for the old Confed- 
eracy to bestow on one of its faith- 
ful followers of the early sixties, 
when he was elected cc^imander -in- 
chief of the United Conferedate Vet- 
erans. He held this high post of 
honor until 1916, when he retired 
and was made honorary ccpomaader- 
In-chlef fcNT life. 

One of the last sunrifon of a 
memenMe and heroic generation, 
Oen. Ton^ was long a prominent 
figure In the business life of Louis- 
ville and the courts of the State and 
Jefferson county. He was an elo- 
qiient pleader before the bar, and 
twenty years ago the announcement 
that Gen. Young was to argue could 
always fill a courtroom. :

P. C. Regan, of Covington; Danville, 
Miss Lula Arnold, of Wilmore; Lex- 
ington, Miss Emma Bedford, of Lex- 
ington ; Maysville, lOss Bottie Shaw, 
of Carlisle; Shdfbtville, Hiss Pearl 
Wingfield, of La Grange: Bev. J. E. 
Savage, Conference President LMgue 
Board, of Covington ; Rev. H. A. Lon- 
gino. Conference Treasurer League 
Board, of Burgin, and Mr. Snapp, 
President of League Conference and 
Secretary of Conference League 
Board. 

The meeting was opened by de- 
votional exercises conducted by the 
Rev. Mr. Longino, which was followed 
by a brief talk by Mr. Snapp who out- 
lined the work of the day.
